Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 1, filed 1/15/2209, with respect to 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-5 have been 
withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Regarding claim 1 , line 10, the claim language "replacing the cradle with a cradle 
having a plurality of print engine controllers" has been replaced with "replacing the 
cradle with a cradle having a plurality of said print engine controllers"

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-5 is the inclusion of the method 
step of replacing the cradle with a cradle having a plurality of said print engine 
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controllers. It is this step found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, 
that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes 
these claims allowable over the prior art.
